“Last year, as-this one, I was the only delegate to offer a plank 
on Israel,” said Cahman, who was a delegate from the East Brook- 
lyn chapter, which approved it for submission to the convention. 

NOBODY CARES 

Cahnman said he submitted it to the pre-convention night 

meeting of the foreign policy commission, headed by Dr. Reinhold 


Niebuhr, who is a member of 
Committee.

Cahnman said his plank was accepted by the commission but 


when it was brought up before 


the plenary session, the wording 


was changed “and generally the content and its meaning were 


watered down.” 


“For instance, my plank had asked for assistance to Jewish 
refugees from Moslem countries of the Near East as well as for 


relief of Arab refugees from the 


territory of the former mandate,” 


he said. “The Jewish part of the sentence was eliminated.” 
FOR ARMS RACE 
He said that the plank had another sentence added at the plen 
ary session, condemning “arms smuggling” in the Near east, When 


another delegate asked whether 


this meant that the ADA favored 


a “legitimate” arms race, the sentence was corrected he said. 

“The commission’s resolution, with amendments from the floor, 
based on my original plank, but somewhat weakened, was then 
everwhelmingly adopted,” he said. 


The sociologist posed two 


questions: “Why does ADA not 


show more spontaneous interest in Israel? Why do Zionists not 
show more spontaneous interest in the ADA?”

The charge was made by Shad Polier, chairman of the Commission on Law and Social Action 


of the Congress, militant pro- 
Zionist organization and bitter 
competitor of the AJCommittee 
in the field of Jewish civic de- 
fense. 

Polier made his charges in an 
exclusive interview in the Jewish 
Weekly TIMES of Boston. 

SAYS ITS BLACKMAIL 

“The AJCommittee warns Israel 
that it must handle itself properly 
or incur the disfavor of the Com- 
mittee,” Polier told the Boston 
Anglo-Jewish weekly. 

The activities which drew Po- 
lier’s wrath were detailed in a 
report to the membership of the 
AJCommittee last March 10 by its 
president, Jacob Blaustein of Bal- 
timore. 

Blaustein revealed that he and 
other AJCommittee officials had 
privately discussed the issue with 
Ambassador Eliahu Elath, United 
Nations permanent representative 
Aubrey Eban, Foreign Minister 
Moshe Sharret, and with Berl 
Locker, chairman of the Jerusa- 
lem section of the Jewish Agency. 

WHAT THEY DID 

The report, details of which 
were published exclusively in The 
POST, revealed that the AJCom- 
mittee officials had warned the 
Israeli leaders that the Commit- 
tee was maintaing a close watch 
on Israeli activities and that it 
would “react sharply” if actions 
were taken or statements made 
on behalf of the Israeli Govern- 
ment which the AJCommittee re- 
garded as harmful to the status 
of U.S. Jews. (NJP March 24). 

The Blaustein report also dis-

Luckman is a member of B’rai

The Bears star thinks Benny 
Friedman, now athletic director 
at Brandeis University, is one of 
the three greatest quarterbacks 
ever to play football. 


Probably the pro game’s best 
passer, Luckman has run for 
only one touchdown in his entire 
professional career. That was 
against the New York Giants in 
1946. 


Asked what his longest pass 
was, Luckman said “One day we 
were playing the Detroit Lions. 
We were_on the Lions’ 20 and I 
threw a pass that was intercepted 
behind the goal line. The Lion’s 
man ran it back 102 yards for 
a touchdown. My longest pass 
traveled 102 yards and _ scored 
against us.” 

Luckman put on what is pro- 
bably his greatest performance 
in a game against the New York 
Giants some years ago. He fired 
30 passes, completing 23 for a 
total of 453 yards and seven 
touchdowns, one of the most 
brilliant passing shows in foot- 


ferent Temples. He has no parti- ball history. 


a public denunciation of the anti- 
Zionist American Council for Ju- 
daism was delayed for more than 
six months and finally released 
only to the Anglo-Jewish and 
Yiddish press. 

The denunciation was prepared 
by the National Community Rela- 
tions Advisory Council, coordinat- 
ing agency for U.S. Jewish civic 
defense agencies. Both the 
AJCommittee and the Congress 
are members. The AJCommittee 
was sharply criticized at an execu- 
tive meeting of the NCRAC when 
it was learned that the Committee 
was negotiating independently 
with the Council at the same 
time that the NCRAC was seek- 
ing by direct negotiation to end 
the Council’s attacks in the gen- 
eral press on U.S. Jewish sup- 
porters of Israel. 

A BITTER DEBATE 

Congress spokesmen rejected 
the negotiations and gaid last 
September that the Congress 
would not be bound by any agree- 
ments reached through such ne- 
gotiations. When the talks col- 
lapsed, the Congress signed the 
condemnation of the Couneil 
along with the rest of the civic 
defense agencies in the NCRAC, 
(NJP, Jan. 20). 

Polier denounced the AJCom- 
mittee for its action in preventing 
“other organizations in the coun- 
try from issuing public condem- 
nation of the Council for its in- 
sidius charges of dual loya}ty.” 

“What the Committee is doing 
in polite terms is to say to the 
Government of Israel that if it 
does anything that causes us pub- 
lic relations problems in America, 
and if it doesn’t apologize and 
clean up the difficulty as_ the 
Committee believes it should be 
done, the Committee will with- 
draw support and will resume its 


old status as an organization 
sometimes non-Zionist and some- 
times anti-Zionist,” Polier told the 
Boston weekly. 

THE REAL ISSUE 

Polier said that the issue was 
not whether Prime Minister Da- 
vid Ben-Gurion or anyone else in 
Israel makes indiscreet remarks. 
This was a reference to a call Ly 
Ben-Gurion last August to U.S, 
Jewish youth, which the Prime 
Minister subsequently repudiated. 

“If the words are _ indiscreet, 
self-respecting Jews in the United 
States recognize them as some- 
thing said on the spur of the 
moment,” Polier said. “They don’t 
feel fearful that these statements 
will impair their safety and status 
as American Jews.” 

He said the AJCommittee was 
prompted in its relationship to 
Israel “by exactly the same force 
which motivates its action on 
purely American problems.” 

“The group is motivated not by 
decent self-respect but by what 
the American public thinks,” he 
said. 

IT’S GOT PRESTIGE 

Polier said the issue of the 
Committee’s role in American 
Jewish life was an important one 


because it “does have prestige, 
influence and highly regarded 
members.” 


“The best that can be said for 
the Committee is that under the 
influence of some of its leaders, it 
has been pushed to the position 
of becoming a fair-weather friend 
of Israel,” he contended. 

He concluded that “The mo- 
ment anything concerned with 
the existence of Israel or its offi- 
cials goes against public opinion, 
or a temporary American policy 
unfriendly to Israel is pursued, 
the Committee is ready and will- 
ing to abandon the new state.” 


U.S. STATE DEPARTMENT DENIES 
DECISION ON ARMS TO ISRAEL 


WASHINGTON—The U.S. State Department made a special 
point this week of denying any decision had been reached on the 
request of the Government of Israel for heavy weapons like artil- 


lery and tanks. 


The Associated Press sent out a story on April 6 asserting 


that informed officials had _ re- 
ported that the United States 
had tentatively rejected the Is- 
raeli request. 

According to the un-named of- 
fieials, there was a_ possibility, 
however, that Israel might be 
allowed to buy light arms and 
possibly some surplus Air Force 
jet fighters. 

The AP report said that the 
Department of Defense had ruled 
that there were not enough 
heavy weapons to meet the re- 
quest and still arm nations of 
Western Europe. 

A State Department spokes- 
man said the next day that no 
decision had been reached on the 
issue and that the request was 
“still under consideration by the 
appropriate agencies of the Gov- 
ernment.”

UJA, 3 Other Groups 
Fighting Union Ousted 
By CIO As Commie-Run

NEWYORK—At least four major Jewish organizations, includ 


ing the United Jewish Appeal, have moved to break off relations 
with locals of a union recently ousted by the CIO because of Com. 
munist domination, it was disclosed this week. 

The disclosure came in a statement by the Social Services Ep, 
ployees Union (SSEU) Local 19 of the United Office and Profes. 
sional Workers of America. 

The local disclosed that the UJA has announced recognition 
of a trade union which the local claimed represented less than 5 
per cent of the UJA’s workers. 

The local’s statement made no reference to the parent union's 
ouster from the CIO, other than to charge that the UJA “has 
openly joined with the CIO in a conspiracy to deny to its em 
ployes their basic democratic right to be represented by a union 
of their own choosing.” 

The local said that a similar course was being followed by the 
UJA of Greater New York, “in which the CIO was recognized after 
a campaign of intimidation by the supervisory staff.” 

The local said it had filed suit against the UJA for failure to 
pay wage incleases provided by contract for the professiona] 
workers. 

Officials of the local asserted that Hadassah leaders “rushed 
ahead with recognition of the new CIO union before that union 
was Officially formed.” 

The American Zionist Council was accused of encouraging 
supervisory employes to “intimidate” workers who wanted to 
remain in the SSEU. 

The New York Federation Employment Service was charged 
with recognizing a rival CIO union ‘in the full knowledge that a 
majority of the staff were members of the staff were members 
of the SSEU.”

The contract agreement ended a 52-day strike at the Federa 
tion, the first ever called in the Jewish social agency field. The Fed. 
eration, which receives its operating funds through the JCC, was ex.

U.S. Jewish Leader Tells IZFA Meet 
In Israel U.S. Zionism Rudderless

JERUSALEM—tThe Zionist movement in America is shaky, losing its membership and lacking in 


plans to meet the situation, a U. S. Reconstructionist leader told a group of American college students 
here last week. 

The evaluation was made by Ira Eisenstein to members of the Intercollegiate Zionist Federation 
of America (IZFA), who are taking part in the Jewish Agency’s year-long leadership institute 
course. 

The group arranged a week’s 
seminar to re-evaluate IZFA ac- 
tivity and asked Eisenstein for a 
summary of the current Ameri- 
can Zionist scene. 

NO DIRECTION 

“The general picture is not 
good,” Eisenstein said. “For a gen- 
eration Zionism has been the most 
dynamic movement in American 
Jewish life but realization of its 
aims has resulted in a decided fp 
drooping because Zionist groups 
don’t know what to do with 
themselves.” 

Without referring to the Zion- 
ist Organization of America by 
name, Eisenstein said that Zion- 
ist groups that have suffered the 
greatest membership losses were 
those with the largest “peripheral 
membership.” 

The recent converts to U. S. 
Zionism have come to believe that 
the need for Zionism ended with 
the establishment of the State, the

The accused, Pinkus Chmiel- 
nicki, pleaded that he was forced 
by the Germans to accept the 
post. Several witnesses for the 
prosecution. testified that Chmiel- 
nicki had killed a number of his 
charges. 

The defendant was brought to 
trial following his recognition by 
four of his former victims at a 
reception center for repatriated 
Jews. 





NEWARK PARENT PROTESTS BID 
TO GET HEBREW IN HIGH SCHOOL 

NEWARK, N. J.—A Jewish parent of Newark last week pro- 
tested efforts to induce his son to support a campaign to get Hebrew 
classes in a local high school. 

The protest was made in the form of a letter by David L. 
Cowen to the communally-operated Jewish NEWS, and framed in 
language that indicated more 
than a passing acquaintance with 
the ideology of the anti-Zionist 
American Council for Judaism. 

Cowen said his son had re- 
ceived a communication from the 
Jewish Education Association of 
Essex County and that he wished 
to protest. 

He said he questioned the

The project is so simple and so filled with 
possibilities for good that the conclusion is in- 
evitable that it was dropped ‘for political and 
not for Zionist reasons. 

This project is the adoption by local Zion- 
ist districts of specific colonies in Israel. 

At the time of the last convention of the 
ZOA, such “adoptions” already numbered more 
than ten. Rabbi Jerome Unger, addressing the 
Ohio Valley Zionist Region of the ZOA last 
year, told the delegates that such adoptions 
meant the expenditure of from $60,000 up- 
wards, a fantastic figure. Even if the figure 
were accurate, what would be wrong with mere- 
ly aiding a specific colony, or two or more 
ZOA districts adopting a single colony? 

Visitors to Israel have no difficulty in finding 
places where, with a little help, certain nec- 
essities could be provided which might make a 
difference of years in the long struggle toward 
self-sufficiency. 

A good case in point is that of Ike Wolf, an 
unsung Zionist from Indianapolis whose de 
votion could be described in idyllic words. Mr. 
Wolf promised to see what could be done 
about getting a diesel truck for Sosa, an all- 
American colony newly founded in a danger- 


project widely discussed at about the 
time of the last convention of the Zion- 
ist Organization of America, but which seemed 
to have been purposely laid aside, now war- 


ous but strategic position near the Syrian bor- 
der. Something like $3,500 is involved, but the 
Indianapolis Zionist district could provide the 
truck and many other needs for the strug- 
gling pioneers without calling on more than 
two or three percent of its members. 

A committee of the Indianapolis district. is 
now investigating to see whether the “politics” 
of Sosa are acceptable. Such chutzpah! 

But this procedure indicates what happened 
to the idea of ZOA districts all over the coun- 
try adopting colonies. There are only a hand- 
ful of General Zionist colonies in Israel, so 
that if the movement were to spread. through- 
out the United States, the ZOA would be help- 
ing colonies of a different political complexion 
from its own. 

The alternative—to let the colonies fend the 

best they can—speaks ill for those who claim 
they are Zionists. 
‘ The project still goes begging for a sponsor, 
The coming convention of the ZOA, if it is 
not tightly controlled, will vote for the project, 
if the two or three top people do not forestall 
such affirmative action by political maneuver- 
ing. 

The POST hopes the people get a chance to 
vote on the issue. Their vote will be for Israel. 
Even #f the hands of some Zionists of other 
parties are not too clean, that is no reason for 
ZOA members to soil their hands, too. The proj- 
ect will not only help Israel but it will help the 
ZOA through this critical period. 


‘Principles’ for Hillel Social Activity too Drastic 


HE Post doesn’t like the “principles gov- 
erning social action” for Hillel Founda- 
tions which Rabbi Arthur Lelyveld, the na- 
tional director, says in his annual report, “have 
thus far won unanimous acceptance.” 

It is understandable that the Hillel Founda- 
tions strongly*want to avoid situations like 
that which transpired at Brooklyn College re- 
cently, out of which Rabbi Benjamin Schultz’s 
anti-Communist organization sought to make 
capital. But our answer to witch hunters need 
not be to curtail democratic action. 

The four “principles” as quoted from the an- 
nual report are: 

1. Hillel social action: must be responsible 
in that it must rest upon adequate study 
and investigation of the issues on which 
action is to be taken. 

2. Hillel social action must be democratic. 
It must be preceded by full opportunity 
for all of the members of the group that 
contemplates action to express fully and 
freely their judgement on the matter. 
Hillel social action must involve respect 
for the rights and opinions of Hillel 


minorities and must be taken only in the 
name of those who are committed to such 
action. 

4. Hillel social action must be informed by 
community discipline, It must consider 
carefully the propriety of its form of 
action and it must take into account the 
probable effects of its action. 

The POST’S objection is not that all of the 
cautions enumerated in the four principles 
should not be observed, but that the net effect 
of number three and .four will probably be to 
discourage all action of a liberal nature. 

That possibility undoubtedly is not the goal 
of the people at the head of Hillel but there 
is no greater deterrent to courageous action 
than this series of generalizations, which most 
likely will send the Jewish campus liberals to 
other organizations for an outlet for their ac- 
tivities and interests. 

The POST would much prefer a series of 
incidents—like the harmless one at Brooklyn 
College—to the imposition of a set of princi- 
ples which cannot do other but end Hillel par- 
ticipation on a local level with other groups 
interested in freedom of speech and action. 


Should Jews be Listed in Census as Jews? 


ABBI S. H. Markowitz’s attack on those 
who believe that the U.S. census should 
include, as the census in Canada has done from 
the first census taken there, information about 
Jews, poses a problem which is not nearly as 
one-sided as he makes out, 


There is no question but that all Jewish en- 
deavor is handicapped by the lack of adequate 
information about the U.S. Jewish community. 
We don’t know how many Jews there are, how 
many belong to a congregation, how many afe 
Orthodox, how many Jewish children there are 
at the various age levels, and so on. All of 
this information,is vital to community plan- 
ning, as for instance, in the case of Jewish hos- 
pitals, Jewish homes for the aged, Hebrew 
schools and so on. Statistics of this kind are 
exceedingly valuable and some believe that 
the value of such information would warrant 
the risk Rabbi Markowitz describes—that some 
anti-Semites would make use of the figures for 
their own nefarious ends. 


Rabbi Markowitz’s attitude reveals, too, his 
basic insecurity. The anti-Semites say that the 
Jews own this and that or do this and that 
without benefit of facts, and even ascribe them 
to government bureaus regardless. So it is not 


the anti-Semites of today who are the problem; 


it is the fear that someday the anti-Semites 
might come into power, and then the informa- 
tion might prove the downfall of the U.S. Jew- 
ish community. 

But if that day ever does arrive, it probably 
won’t be too difficult for the American Hitler 
to get the information he would want. 

The question is not an easy one to take a 
stand on. There is some faint resemblance in 
the issue to what happened recently in Cam- 
den, N.J., when the Jewish leadership ob- 
tained assent from the public school authori- 
ties to permit Jewish children to abstain from 
participating in Christmas observance without 
fear of any kind of penalty. 

Lo and behold, the Jewish parents pro- 
tested! Imagine setting apart their children 
from a school activity. 

No Jewish leader would have believed such 
a reaction possible and the Camden leadership 
was flabbergasted. 

In the case of a census including information 
on U.S. Jews, the Jewish leadership might de- 
cide that the information thus obtained might 
be worth the slim risk, but would not the indi- 
vidual Jewish eitizen react exactly as did the 
Camden Jewish parents and put up a terrific 
fight against it?

Conversion of Jews to Judaism is the major 
task of American Jewish leadership, says Rab- 
bi Max Meyer of the Free Synagogue of Flush- 
ing in the congregation bulletin—The conver- 
sion of Jews to Judaism—this is the supreme 
task which confronts us.

THE EDITORS CHAIR 


LOUIS LIPSKY has a suggest- 
tion for solution of the problem 
of leadership in which the Zion- 
ist Organization of America finds 
itself following the death of 
Daniel Frisch. Mr. Lipsky, after 
surveying the possible alterna- 
tives, recommends the formation 
of an executive, not unlike the 
Jewish Agency executive, of 
seven or nine persons, in which 
each member would hold a port- 
folio, one political, one for edu- 
cation, and so on. 

The idea is good, but probably 
wouldn’t be accepted by the rank 
and file, who probably don’t 
think deeply enough on the situa- 
tion. The facts are that no one 
man stands out enough to war- 
rant receiving the mantel of the 
presidency. Through Mr. Lipsky’s 
idea, men like Dr. Abba Hillel 
Silver and Dr. Israel Goldstein 
and other past presidents could 
be brought back into active lead- 
ership, each with responsibility 
for certain areas of activity. 

Mr. Lipsky also mentioned the 
possibility of Judge Simon H. 
Rifkind as the next president. 
Mr. Lipsky said that Judge Rif- 
kind would be acceptable to all 
factions in the ZOA. Up to now, 
Mr Rifkind has refused to run 
for the post, but now that he has 
resigned his federal judgeship, 
he might reconsider.

WHEN OUR fifth child was 
born, on April 1, a Saturday, just 
two minutes before sundown, 
that left us with the problem of 
a Saturday Briss. Our rabbi ad- 
vised using the doctor and him- 
self to say the prayers but I 
wanted a mohel to perform the 
rite and sought out the two local 
mohelim.

Of course, I know that I could 
have taken the child to a home 
near the mohel, or the mohelim 
could have considered that they 
have an obligation to perform 
the Briss that they cannot light- 
ly dismiss, but here was an hon- 
est effort on my part that ended 
in naught because in the olden 
days when the laws were written, 
there was no problem of travel- 
ing.

The time will come when Mr, 
Lilienthal will join in the Jewish 
community work with as much 
will and enthusiasm as some of 
the men we now call leaders, 
That is the cycle. When debat- 
ing in college, Mr. Lilienthal] de 
livered a beautiful address on the 
Jewish group. Later his Jewish 
ties were weakenéd, a not at all 
unusual occurrence.

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READER ASKS CRITERIA FOR RABBI 
IN RELATION TO ORTHODOX BEHAVIOR 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

The comments and letter of 
Rabbi D. Cohon amuses me. He 
pewails the fact that some mem- 
pers of the Orthodox rabbinate re- 
fuse to confer the title “rabbi” 
on him, or upon other members 
of the Central ‘Conference of 
American Rabbis. I am sure that 
there are many who will sympa- 
thize with him, and his danger of 
acquiring an inferiority complex 
—although from the tone of the 
jetter, any fears in this regard 
gan be allayed. 


What we must not lose sighte 


of, however, is the problem that 
pesets a Sincere, honest Orthodox 
rabbi. He is in an anomolous po- 
sition. In his congregation he has 
members whose religious and ed- 
ucational backgrounds vary. Some 
may have spent years in Euro- 
pean or American Yeshivahs and 
are saturated with Torah—oth- 
ers may hardly know a word of 
Hebrew, but all are interested in 
the preservation of a maximum 
of H®brew as the possession of 
every member of the Jewish peo- 
ple... yet none of these highly 
motivated members receive the 
€tle “rabbi.” The members of the 
synagogue, even though they feel 
impelled because of their liveli- 
hood to work on the Sabbath, still 
strive to hallow it in various 
ways, and would add to its holi- 
ness, if they would be free to do 
so... Yet they are not called 
“rabbi.” The members of the syn- 
agogue vary in their observance 
of the Dietary Laws, but the ma- 
jority regard them as sancta, and 


even when they do not observe all 
the minutiae, refrain from “Ha- 
zir”’ and similar abominations... 
Yet they are not titled “rabbi.” 
The members of the synagogue 
may lack books of Jewish inter- 
est and Jewish art objects in their 
homes, but at least they have a 
Mezuzah on their doors... Yet 
we do not call them rabbis. 


However, what justification 
can a truthful Orthodox rdbbi 
have for calling a Reform rabbi 
“rabbi’’—one whose maximum re- 
gard for Jewish sancta and Jew- 
ish tradition is far below that of 
the average member of the Or- 
thodox synagogue, and withhold- 
ing the title “rabbi” from people 
who at least have a Mezuzah on 
their doors, who eat no pork, who 
at least occasionally use Tallis 
and Tefillin, and who have a re- 
gard for the traditional Jewish 
way of life? 

I feel confident that the Ortho- 
‘dox rabbi of Brookline and the 
other rabbis, haye no desire to 
cause Rabbi Cohon any unhappi- 
ness. But how can they, with any 
genuine consistency withhold the 
title from people who in their 
eyes aspire more in the direction 
of the Jewish way of life, and yet 
confer the title upon graduates of 
the Hebrew Union College, or 
some other similar institution, 
who transgresses these very sanc- 
tities of Judaism, and even assist 
in undermining them?

SO TENDER ABOUT THE RED THREAT? 


@Editor, National Jewish Post: 

With all of the tremendous prob- 
lems facing Jewry today, it is dis- 
heartening to see the amount of 
energy expended by.some of our 
leaders in placing the welfare of 
Judaism second to that of a pseu- 
do-liberalism. 

The action of the American 
Jewish Congress in criticizing 
the American Legion is a shining 
example. Hundreds of thousands 
of Jewish veterans are members 
of this organization; a large per- 
centage has been honored by elec- 
tion to office. All of us know 
that it is almost completely free 
from any type of religious dis- 
crimination. The Americanism 
Commission has placed anti-Se- 
mitism on a par with Commun- 
ism as a foe to be fought. 

Yet some of our leaders are so 
tender about Communism that 
they go out of their way to mani- 
fest their enmity toward this or- 
ganization. What purpose is 
served thereby—except to give a 
semblance of color to the charge 
of anti-Semites that there is some 
connection between Judaism and 
Communism? 

Do not these people know that 
the danger of Communism is 
real? Do we not know that Com- 
munism thrives on discord, that 
the Communists in this country 
only use our troubles as a means 
to promote their own cause? Do 
we not see what Communists are 
doing to. disrupt the growth of 
the State of Israel? 

The danger of this sensitive- 
ness toward criticism of Com- 
munism lies in the fact that some 
of our young people are being 
led astray. I am one who is deep- 
ly concerned with discrimination 
in education and in employment. 
I do not want to see our fight on 
these evils hindered by leading 
young men and women down the 
paths that lead to increased dis- 
crimination. 

I am a liberal—in the sense 
that Thomas Jefferson, whose 
greatest pride was that he wrote 
the statute of religious tolerance, 
was"a liberal. I choose to follow 
Benjamin Franklin, who contri- 
buted toward the first synagogue 
in Philadelphia. I condemn those 
fake liberals who would regiment 
all people in socialism or Com- 


munism. 

As to the letter of Lillian R. 
Ott, it can be described only as 
a curious examplet of misdirect- 
ed thinking, dressed up with Yid- 
dish phrases.

Tent Villages Planned 
To Handle Refugees 

TEL AVIV—A new plan for 
the settlement of immigrants is 
being considered by the Jewish 
Agency in Israel by which the im- 
migrant will no longer spend 
time in reception camps, but will 
be absorbed immediately in tent 
villages which would be set up 
throughout the country. 


The plan is expected to go into 
operation with the arrival of the 
next 10,000 families. Half of 
them will be settled in these new 
tent camps, probably in the Up- 
per Galilee, and it is hoped that 
hundreds of them will make the 
area their permanent home. 

The other 5,000 families will 
be absorbed into work villages 
which may develop into perman- 
ent settlements later.

The model bill adopted by ‘the 
ADL in Atlanta about discrimina- 
tion in “places of public accom. 
mo.ation, resort or amusement” 
was far from being “innocuous,” 
as the Post labeled it. On the con- 
contrary, it couples wisdom with 
Support of the Civil Rights prin- 
ciples so effectively as to make 
your treatment grossly untair. 
This measure promises to make 
a Strategic inroad which will bear 
results not only in the near fue 
ture—but later in growing effect- 
iveness. I might compare it with 
the anti-masking measures. the 
ADL has so effectively steered to 
passage in so many Southern com: 
munities. From your standard, 
such a measure would be termed 
an “innocuous” move in the fight 
against the Klan and the ADL 
should have instead rushed pell- 
mell into the fray with anti-Klan 
measures. (They are so consist- 
ently on record as opposing the 
Klan in all its concepts that this 
is no longer news). Such a move, 
however, would have meant total 
defeat. As it is, the anti-masking 
measures are on the statute books, 
an initial and substantial wedge 
in cracking the public’s tolerance 
of the Klan. 

It should be of general interest 
that the press was admitted to 
the closed executive sessions of 
the ADL board without being 
challenged or any effort made to 
stcer.the direction of the report- 
ing. Since my présence was not 
for the purpose of an expose but 
to interpret the conference in so 
far as this could be done without 
spoiling the group’s plans, I did 
not of course report the meeting 
en toto. Let me say here that I 
was — and am—convinced the 
Southern members stand fours 
square behind the President’s 
Civil Rights program.

“THE AUTHORITARIAN Per- 
sonality” is titled with deliberate 
ambiguity, for it assumes that 
the leader and the led are basical- 
ly identical—or at least suffer 
from the same neuroses, This as- 
sumption is of course historically 
warranted. Hitler was the person- 
ification and synthesis of the lit- 
tle man—as well as his apotheo- 
sis. Since the authors of “The Au- 
thoritarian Personality” had no 
way of gathering up a fuehrer for 
their psychoanalytie couch, they 
used a technique of question- 
naires applied to diverse groups. 
As “controls” they had extreme- 
ly full case histories of two rep- 
resentative individuals whose an- 
swers to the various questions 
constitute, to some degree, a yard- 
stick. 

The study, though extensive, is 
too tentative to establish any 
genuine conclusions, though it 
certainly suggests a correlation 
of certain attitudes with preju- 
dice. However, like the famous 
Kinsey report, the material drawn 
upon is hardly diverse enough in 
character, the subjects questioned 
are too few in number and the 
preconceptions of the analysts too 
firm and widespread. 

In spite of these drawbacks, 
“The Authoritarian Personality” 


will undoubtedly encourage. other

A particularly fascinating point 
is the tendency among many an- 
ti-Semites to identify themselves 
with the object of their preju- 
dice and project their self-disgust 
upon a scapegoat. Relevant to 
this symptom, the authors have 
included among the subjects sev- 
eral Jewish anti-Semites. 

Gunnar Myrdal’s “American 
Dilemma” is the classic if not the 
definitive work on Negro preju- 
dice. These “Studies in Prejudice” 
which are written from an entire- 
ly different point of view can well 
take their place on the bookshelf 
beside it.

as an outstanding Jewish personality. 


For when Leonard reached the peak in boxing, the Jewish 
people in America were an immigrant people, just beginning to 
fnd themselves as Americans. When Leonard was acclaimed and 
accepted by the American community, the Jews of America felt 
that they themselves were being accepted and admired. Leonard, 
therefore, symbolized all Jewry. And he knew it. As a result he 
acted like a man who knew that his reputation was dear to others 
as well as to himself. During and after his career he aligned him- 


self with Jewish causes, and with Jewish organizations.

THERE IS A FAIRLY LARGE LITERATURE on Leonard, 
with Nat Fleischer having written a full book about his feats, and 
with an 18-page chapter on him in my own book on “The Jew in 
American Sports.” It is therefore gilding the lily to re-emphasize 
his boxing. accomplishments. What is more significant, now that 
he is gone and a new generation has arisen which never saw him 
fight but knows of him by reputation alone, is that Leonard was 
one of the first Jewish sports figures in America who stood out 


as a prominent Jew as well.

Prior to Leonard’s career, Joe 
Choynski was the best of the 
Jewish fighters. In the sere of his 
life, however, Choynski tried to 
forget that he was a Jew. Not sp 
with Leonard. And so many Jew- 
ish boys thought of Benny as a 
hero of sorts. And in fiction, 
particularly Jewish fiction, if 
there are fighters involved, or 
boxing, it is due to the rise of 
Leonard. In William Manners’ 
“Father and the Angels” there 
are a number of fine chapters on 
the hero’s wanting to box and the 
effect of a Benny Leonard on 
him. In Myron Brinig’s “Singer- 
mann,” one of the forgotten but 
excellent novels of the past, and 
in Brinig’s best-selling ‘The Sis- 
ters” there are many boxing 
senes, all of them inspired, one 
has little doubt, by the fact that 
4 Jew, an aware and a professing 
Jew, made boxing history in 
America.

Jews Of Israel Top U.S. Jewry In Appreciation 
Of Christian Foes Of Hitlerism, Says Margoshes

NEW YORK—tThe Jews of 


Israel are ahead of American 
Jewry in appreciation “of those 
fine Gentile friends of ours who, 
during the black Hitler period, 
went out of their way at great 
risks to their lives to show us 
acts of kindness,” a leading U. S. 
Jewish publicist declared last 
week. 

Dr. Samuel Margoshes, writing 
“News 
and Views,” in the Yiddish daily, 
the DAY, cited the behavior of 
Israeli Jews toward Dr. Hermann 
Maas “who was accorded a rous- 
in reception in Israel when he ar- 
rived by air from Germany.” 

Maas, a German pastor, was 
one of the German clergymen 
who risked their lives for Jews 
during the Hitler regime. 

ASK SPECIAL HELLO 

Margoshes reported that Israeli 
Jews, when they learned Maas 
planned to visit Israel, wrote the 
Israeli Ministry of Religion, ask- 
ing that special hospitality be ex- 
tended to the German clergyman. 

Margoshes rejected the argu- 
ment in some Jewish circles that 
“by remembering the good deeds 
of kindly Christians during the 
Hitler holocaust, we are helping 
to make people forget the 
horrors of those years and per- 
haps induce a wholly wrong g’s°- 
eral impression of the general 
attitude of the Christian world 
toward us.” 

THE SPECIAL CASE 

“That these friends of ours 
have been so far and few between 
does not absolve us from expres-

sing to each and every one of 
them our special gratitude,” Mar- 
goshes said. “To my mind these 
acts of heroism on the part of 
our Christian friends deserve 
special recognition precisely be- 
cause they were so rare and so 
conspicious.” 

The comparison of {fsraeli 
versus American Jewish appre- 
ciation developed from the tale 
of one such Christian, a physi- 
cian of Warsaw who “during the 
Hitler days harbored and protect- 
ed a whole Jewish family.” 

When Margoshes, who knew 
the Jewish family personally, 
visited Poland, he went to see 
the Christian physician “and got 
from him the full story of how 
many Jewish families were saved 
through the self-sacrifice and 
heroic acts of Polish Gentiles 
whose _ humanitarianism was 
matched by their bravery.” 


Margoshes told the doctor that 
“upon my return to the United 
States I would try to persuade 
some Jewish organizations to 
give him some aid, if he needed.” 

The publicist related that the 
doctor said he wanted nothing 
for himself but that he would be 
grateful if he could obtain some 
equipment from the United 
States for a small hospital hé was 
operating in a workers neighbor- 
hood in a suburb of Warsaw. 

Margoshes said that after he 
returned to the United States, he 
tried to persuade some Jewish 
organization to send some hospi- 
tal equipment to “that noble Pole 
who had saved a whole Jewish 
family at the risk of his own 
life.” 

But he failed and was told 
“that if there was any money to 
be spent on European needs, it 
was to go exclusively for the 
needs of_ Jewish survivors not 
their rescuers.” 


A REJECTED VIEW 

“T did not agree with that point 
of view then and I do not agree 
with it now,” Margoshes said. “I 
am glad to see that in Israel they 
have an altogether different 
opinion concerning our Gentile 
friends who, ir the days of the 
Hitler darkness, stood out like 
the pillar of fire to light our 
way.” 

Concluded Margoshes: “On the 
whole it would seem to me that 
in Israel they understand matters 
involving Jewish feelings much 
better than they do on this side 
of the pond.”

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Agency, Revisionists Sign Pact

NEW YORK—The Jewish Agency announced an agreement this 
week which will bring to an end the most consistent example of 
unauthorized fund-raising for Israel by an American Zionist group. 

The agreement was signed with the Tel Hai Fund, central fund 
of the right wing World Zionist Revisionist Organization. It pro- 
vides that all American affiliates ————————_ —— 
of the Revisionist movement will 
cease campaigning for funds or 
materials for any Israel purpose 


during 1950. 


The pact provides a grant to 
the Revisionists to be used for 
constructive work in Israel. The 
money is in addition to the 
amounts normally spent by the 
Jewish Agency on behalf of Re- 
wWisionist activities in Israel, in 
the course of the Agency’s regu- 
Jar colonization, immigration and 
Similar work in Israel, the an- 


nouncement said. 

NO COLLECTIONS 

The agreement bans the collect- 
jon of funds or materials for Is- 
rael by all organizations directly 
or indirectly affiliated with the 
Revisionist movement. 

Among those affiliated, the Jew- 
ish Agency listed the American 
Committee for National Child 
Care Centers in Israel, the Pales- 
tine Pioneers Foundation, the 
American Committee for the 
National Sick Fund of Palestine, 
the Tel Hai Fund, Brit Trumpeld- 
or of America, the youth arm of 
the movement, and the League 
for Jewish National Labor in 
Palestine. 

LONG RECORD 

The affiliates of the Revision- 
ists have a long record of wildcat 
fund-raising, the most recent of 
which was for the American Com- 
mittee for National Child Centers 
in Israel. 

During most of 1948, the Re- 
visionists ‘were linked in an in- 
formal working agreement with 
the Bergson front groups for 
the now-dissolved terrist Irgun 
Zvai Leumi.
